A slight gain in industrial pay­ 
rolls and a virtual halt in t h e 
downward employment trend in 
February failed to stop the steady 
flump in other East Liverpool bus­ 
iness and industry indices, it was 
shown today in the monthly sum­ 
mary of conditions issued by the 
Chamber cf Commerce. 
Payrolls in l l district factories 
hit $1,092,126 last month, up $33,-

0.03 per cent—from January’s 5.- 
531 employment. 
But both jobs and payrools are 
far under the first two months of 
1953. 
Payrolls in the same ll plants 
totaled $2,951,145 through Febru­ 
ary last year, compared with $2,- 
151,173 in the same period of 1954.

Employment in the l l factories 
averaged 5,524 monthly through 
February, down 11.6 per cent from 
the 6,251 average established in 
the same period of 1953.

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Faith Of Our Fathom 


There is no intention in what follows to make 
fun of psychiatry. That is better left to comedi­ 
ans, who seem to know why psychiatry lends 
itself to joke-making 
But much that has been happening lately 
suggests the need for a psychiatric study of 
the composite American mind, if such a thing 
were possible 
President Eisenhower said in his latest press 
conference that there is too much hysteria; he 
m ust have had the sam e thing in mind. It is 
as though the effects of World War II, the post­ 
w ar readjustm ent, the Korean war and the let­ 
down following the truce which ended the fight­ 
ing in that w ar had disturbed the mental sta­ 
bility required for the work ahead 
Along with this has been the relentless nag­ 
ging of the Communist conspiracy and disillu­ 
sionment about the faithfulness and resourceful­ 
ness of w artim e allies. 
If “ hysteria” is too strong a word for some 
of the consequences, certainly “ loss of confi­ 
dence” is not too strong a phrase to suggest 
that something has happened which needs to 
be overcome. 
There is a condition similar to that referred 
to 21 years ago when Franklin D. Roosevelt said 
in his inaugural address that all his country­ 
men had to fear was fear itself 
Dwight Eisenhower is saying the same thing 
in slightly different words. 
It is 
significant, 
too, 
that 
a 
great 
m any 
preachers, aw are of their professional respon­ 
sibility for the mental poise of their parishion­ 
ers in times of stress, are talking abou' the 
need for calm er and more carefully considered 
judgments. 
There is no other way to deal with the prob­ 
lem, except on this kind of voluntary basis. It 
is a challenge to the ability of the American 
people to find their own way, using their free­ 
dom of thought and speech to bring them 
through a trial of doubt and uncertainty. 
President Eisenhower is setting a good exam ­ 
ple with his personal moderation, as are most 
of the men qualified to speak for his adminis­ 
tration and for the legislative branch of the 
government. 
Actually, it is not psychiatry which is needed 
It is the “ faith of our fathers” which sustained 
Am ericans through all the trials of their trou­ 
bled past. 


Revenue Vs. Voles 
When a 210-204 vote in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives upheld the Eisenhower administration 
in its position against relieving hundreds of 
thousands of small taxpayers from income taxes, 
the result was called — and properly so — a 
victory for the administration. 
But it was a modified victory. 
It was gained by, a slim margin of six votes. 
It was gained at the expense of leaving the 
impression that the Democrats in Congress, 
whose hearts never bled for any taxpayers 
when they were responsible for raising revenue, 
suddenly have become protectors of small tax­ 
payers. 
It was gained at the expense of making Repub­ 
licans feel they had been asked to sacrifice 
some of their political welfare to the principle 
of financial responsibility. 
The Eisenhower administration resolved the 
perennial issue of revenue vs. votes in favor of 
levehue. at the expense of some of those among 
its backers who would have preferred the op­ 
posite settlement. 
The bill as passed — though its importance 
has been blurred bv the secondary issue raised 
bv the opposition — is the most sweeping re­ 
form of tax laws proposed in the last two gen­ 
erations. 
It embodies the two cardinal points of Re­ 
publican tax doctrine equity and responsibility. 
It was written, argued and adopted as a revenue 
measure, in contrast w ith the Democrats* us­ 
ual practice of using tax bills to attain their 
political ends. 
That is p recisely what the Democrats were 
doing with this bill, and they almost succeeded. 


Who's On First? 
The claim by Sen. Johnson of Colorado that 
professional baseball is in danger of turning 
into “ beerball” apparently is going to reach the 
floor of the Senate. 
If and when it gets there, the senators will 
need to bear one thing in mind — that some­ 
one has to put up the capital to keep profes­ 
sional baseball on a going-concern basis. 
Whatever restrictions Congress m ay decide 
to impose on baseball’s backers this year or 
some other year will need to be imposed with 
an eye to financial reality, if the idea is to 
preserve the good name and the financial feasi­ 
bility of the national game. 
It does sometimes «eem that beer companies 
have become unduly prominent in professional 
baseball, not merely as club owners but as 
sponsors of broadcasts and promotions. There 
is a grain of substance in the witticism that 
the nam e of the national game should 
be 
changed to “ beerball.” 
But someone has to put up the capital to 
make professional baseball possible. Any re­ 
striction which barred it from the money it 
needs to keep it going would make no sense if 
the main idea is to preserve baseball.

As a re­ 
sult there is a deadlock behind the 
scenes—and. at least for the mo­ 
ment, Mitchell’s views prevail.

This. therefore, can 
become a substantial victory for 
labor.

Kentucky Tax Relief 
FRANKFORT, Ky. CC—The Ken­ 
tucky Legislature has voted to 
grant Ohio truckers relief from 
Kentucky’s gross weight tax on 
trucks operated in or near border 
cities. 
The measure needs only the sig­ 
nature of Gov. Lawrence Wetherby 
to become law. 
Since Kentucky canceled

Ohio trucks have had to pay the 
Kentucky gross weight tax of from 
$22 to $300, pending on the weight 
of the truck.

Convention outlawed chemical warfare in 1925, it did not cover 
the war that man has been waging for centuries against the insect 
hordes that each year destroy billions of dollars in food crops. 
In the United States alone there are more than 80,000 varieties 
of pests of which some 7.000 types are injurious to farm crops. 
Starting their attack the minute the seed is planted, the insects 
continue their war throughout the growing season, attacking even 
during harvest, transportation or storage. In 1953 insects chewed 
and bored through four billion dollars worth of LT S. crops, with 
the boll weevil destroying one billion dollars of cotton alone.
